At 1:40 p. m. a match was ap- 


plied and instantly the quivering body 
was enveloped in flames. Fence rails- 
were pitched about the burning body 
and soon life was extinct. The negro 
made no outcry at any time and died 
as stolidly as a stoic. There were no 
disorderly scenes about the burning 
body. At least 0,000 people witnessed

ed for Williams. As the woman sank 
to '.he floor Noles shot at the boy, the 
bullet grazing the child's head. The 
negro fled to the woods. Sheriff Stew- 
art departed for the scene -with blood- 
hounds. A posse of deternrtmsii' 'Cltf- -- 
zens, well armed and provided with 
a rope, was also on the trail of Noles 
and captured him. The dead woman 
was a member of one of the oldest 
and most respected families of the 
county.

Hoiv tbe Material That Give* the 


Shining, Metallic Finish to Mirror 
and Picture Frames Is Produced. 
Gold Leaf Without Gold. 
How many persons who see the shin- 


ing gold in colored printing and ou 
mirror and picture frames know that 
gold does not enter at all into the com- 
position of the stuff that produces these 
golden effects? 


'Jhe shining metallic effect is pro- 


dlK-ecl by n fino jmviVT in.Tl* fr^'J1 f 
mixture of bronze and spelter. 
This 


offers tbe cheapest aud best" means of 
giving the rich surface demanded in 
wall papers, priming, lithography, fres- 
coing and in a vast range of manufac- 
tured articles of wood, paper and iron. 


The material used is so called Dutch 


metal, an alloy of copper and spelter. 
The relatn e proportions are varied to 
pioduce different colors. 
'Jfhe larger 


tbe percentage of spelter the lighter or 
more yellowish will be tbe tint of the 
alloy. 


The copper and spelter are smelted in 


graphite crucibles containing about 400 
pounds of metal, wbicb, when com- 
pletely fused, is run off into molds, 
forming half round ingots two feet 
long by half an iudi in thickness. Aft- 
er cooling these are bound into bundles 
and sent to tbe roiling mill, where they 
are passed cold nine times through a 
double set of steel rolls under enor- 
mous pressure. This flattens them and 
draws them out into thin ribbons from 
50 to 60 feet long and something more 
than one inch wide. 'Cold rolling un- 
der such extreme pressure makes the 
metal brittle, so it passes to the an- 
nealing furnace, which is heated by 
wood fire, as the sulphur in coal or 
coke would be injurious to the ribbons. 


Having been softened and rendered 


ductile by annealing, they are cleansed 
In an acid bath, cut into lengths of 
about three feet and collected in bun- 
dles of 40 or 50 strips each. They are 
laid between sheets of zinc and passed 
under hammers which beat the metal 
strips to the thinness of tissue paper. 
Thi^ requires six successive beatings, 
and great skill must be exercised to 
produce a uniform and unbroken foil. 
Aft'.T the Third beating the metal strips 
are taken from between tbe sheets of 
zinc, loosened from each other and 
cleansed by immersion in a bath of 
tartrate of potassium. The cleaning is 
repeated after the last beating, and the 
sheets are bung on lines to dry. In the 
beginning the rolled strips are a dull 
gray metallic color, at tbe fourth beat- 
ing the yellowish color begins to show, 
and after the sixth they are clear and 
bright as gold. 


The defective leaves are then thrown 


out and the perfect ones cut into small 
squares, which are laid together by 
hand in packets of several hundred 
each and inclosed within an envelope 
of sheet brass. The packets return to 
the annealing furnace, where they are 
softened by beating and slow cooling, 
aud then go to the beaters, where they 
are reduced under flattening hammers 
to the thinness of real gold leaf, so thin 
that it can be blown away by the 
breath. 


The manufacture of bronze powder 


consists in grading, clipping and pul- 
verizing tbe various bronze foils to an 
•even, impalpable powder and is an in- 
dustry of comparatively recent date. 
It began as a means of using up and 
utilizing the imperfect leaves whicL 
came as waste from the beaters of 
gold, silver and bronze. These were 
cut by hand into fine clippings and 
then ground to powder in hand mills of 
simple construction. Witb the lapse of 
time and the spread of artistic indus- 
tries the uses of bronze powder in- 
creased until the demand far outran 
the supply of waste, and tbe leaf meta.1 
is now made on a large scale. 


The beating process ti.-iltens out a 


pound of copper and spelter alloy to an 
area of about 500 square feet, and iu 
this condition the square sheets as they 
come from the brass envelopes are 
sheared into small fragments and rub- 
bi-cl with olive oil through a steel sieve 
having ten meshes to the inch and ther 
passed to the stamping and grinding 
machines, where they are pulverized by 
steam or water power to the bronze 
powder of commerce. 
The grinding 


occupies from one to four hours, ac- 
cording ti the grade or quality of the 
powder to be produced, wbicb is of 
four gracic-s, from coarse to superfine. 
The superfluous oil is removed by heat- 
ing yuder pressure, and the powder 
is then carried into centrifugal clari- 
fiers. or grading machines, which, turn- 
ing at a high speed, expel tbe powder 
through fine orifices in the form of 
dust, which settles on inclosed shelves, 
according to weight and fineness, the 
finer particles at the top. the coarser , 
below, and in this way the powder is 
divided into its various grades.—Xew ] 
York Press.

HINTS FOR FARMERS 


Growing Tomatoea. 


Vick's Magazine says that Professor 


Mussey formerly entertained the opin- 
ion that heavy applications of uitrog- 
juous manures for tomatws made the 
vines too rank and the fruit crooked, 
but now he thiuks that if the strain of 
seed is good no amount of manuring 
will make it more irregular iu form 
and that a rank growth ot vine means 
that they will need more room and 
produce a larger crop of large tomatoes. 
He believes tbat seed from small fruits 
will produce small fruit, and the re- 
verse; tbat training to a single stem 
results in less number of blossoms, less 
pn]]mi nnd a smaller cr'"1 while the 
largest crops are on the plants that are 
allowed to develop naturally, and fruit 
on bealtby plants lying ou the ground 
is no more liable to rot than that off it. 
Like Indian corn, the tonwto produces 
best when the seed is grown in the 
same climate and latitude where the 
crop is "to be grown, aad to take it far 
north or south is to prevent it from 
doing its best. If this is so, the gar- 
dener will do well to save his own seed 
from bis largest tomatoes, which is a 
very simple matter. 


NATURAL HISTORY.

Vnlne of duality. 


Quality is always an important fac- 


tor in disposing of farm products, but 
in many cases its cost to the farmer is 
practically nothing. In the matter of 
butter making it costs absolutely no 
more to make a high grade quality 
than inferior butter. Even the cost of 
extra labor in keeping things clean 
and sweet about the dairy cannot be 
counted, for it really does not take 
more work to keep things clean than 
to let them go dirty. It is merely a 
question of method and system. Qual- 
ity is worth a good deal in the market 
Whether it is butter, fruit or vege- 
tables or animals tbat one is selling, 
the. determining factor is the quality 
of t^e goods. The extra payment re- 
ceived for good quality most generally 
represents 
the 
difference 
between 


profit and loss. The farmers who find 
that no branch of farming pays are 
usually those who pay little regard to 
the quality of their goods. 


Pasturing Sheep With COTTS. 


Some one who claims to know says 


that of about COO varieties of weeds 
that are common in our fields sheio 
are known to eat 515 varieties, while 
horses eat but a fewrof each, says 
American Cultivator. 
If we do not 


vouch for this as being exactly correct, 
we know tbat • sheep destroy many 
weeds that our other farm animals do 
not care for or will not eat unless 
starved to it, and this is why we claim 
that from four to six sheep can be kept 
in a pasture with each^cow and they 
will eat what the cow^leaves, and by 
the destruction of weeds and the ferti- 
lizer they leave in the field will enable 
the pasture to furnish better feed for 
the cows than they would have if the 
sheep were not there, at least after the 
sheep have rue with them one year. 


Stevenson's Cnp of Misery. 


R. L. Stevenson, writing in 1893 to 


George Meredith, in an epistle quoted 
in a new edition of his "Letters," says, 
witb heart touching pathos: 


"For 14 years 1 have not had a day's 


real health. I have wakened sick aud 
gone to bed weary, and I have done my 
work unflinchingly. I have written iu 
bed and written out of it. written iu 
hemorrhages, written in sickness, writ- 
ten torn by coughing, written when my 
ht>ad swam for weakness, and for so 
long, it seems to me, I have won my 
wager and recovered my glove, i atn 
better now—have been, rightly speak- 
ing, since first I came to the Pacific— 
aud stiil few are the days when I am 
not in some physical distress. And the 
battle goes on—ill or well is a trifle so 
that it goes. 1 was made for a contest, 
and the powers have so willed tbat my 
battlefield should be this dingy, inglori- 
.ous one of the bed and the physic bot- 
tle. At least, I have not failed, but 1 
would have preferred a place of trum- 
petings aud the open air over my 
head." 


Market ins Honey. 


Never send out sections of which 


wood or comb is not perfectly clean 
and neat looking, or if such must be 
sold do not put name or address on it, 
but let it sell on its merits, says Amer- 
ican Cultivator. The honey may be as 
good as some that looks better, but it 
will not sell as readily or attract cus- 
tomers as quickly. The same is true of 
imperfectly filled sections, which are 
usually worth more to use for bees' 
food in •winter or spring than they will 
sell for. Having neat and clean look- 
ing sections of comb honey, they -will 
deserve clean crates for shipment. Use 
no soap boxps. saleratus boxes or the 
like, but get well made crates to brtd 
12, IS or 24 sections in a crate, and 
better if the crate is glass upon one 
side. 


The Life Line In One's Band. 


There are three prominent lines in 


the palm—the line of life, that of the 
head and the heart line. 


Tbe line of life begins on the inner 


boundary of the palm, about midway 
between tbe*lhuinb and the forefinger. 
If we imagine the left hand to be a 
map, witb the fingers pointing north, 
this line runs toward the southeast 
then curves toward the south and in 
some bands curves finally toward the 
southwest. It thus skirts the base or 
"uprise" of the thumb, known as the 
uprise of Venus. If it is deep, broad, 
of good color and extends nearly or 
quite to tbe wrist and if the rest of the 
hand indicates vitality aud cheerful- 
ness, the subject maybe expected to live 
to a green old age; he has a good dispo- 
sition and tbe qualities which good 
health and good temper usually create. 


Hampshire Sheep. 


The Hampshire sheep is said to have 


been created or developed to what it 
now is by crossing the Southdown up- 
on tbe old Hampshire, witb a possible, 
infusion of tbe Cotswold. They have 
the'blackest face and legs of any of 
the Downs sheep. When well grown, 
under good care the rams are liable to 
weigh 300 pounds aud the ewes 200 
pounds. They are among tbe most 
hardy sheep, at least of the large 
breeds, and appear to enjoy faring a 
wind or storm ou the top of some hill 
rather than to seek shelter. They ma- 
ture early and fatten readily, \vbilc 
tbe flesh as lamb or mutton is not in 
any way inferior to the Southdowns.

FAREWELL 


SERMON

An Outline of the Remarks Made at 


Morning Service in Church of 


Christ.

Street Church of Christ, Kev. Minor 


1iLee Bates gave a farewell talk to the 
'members of his congregation. Mr. 


I Bates will be in1 Newark another Sab- 
jbatb, but neither of his discourses 
next week will be of the character of 
a farewell sermon. 


After reading the first ten verses of 


the sixth chapter of Galatians, Mr. 
Bates said: 


These things are as applicable to 


the church as they are to individuals, 
and this morning I want to talk to you 
a little while in regard to your atti- 
tude towards certain matters. 


I want to say some things in regard 


to your attitude to your new pastor. 
First, please remember not to quote 
me.- There are several reasons for 
this. First, it is very trying to a new 
man's patience to hav.e some one else 
quoted. Second, do you realize that I 
have not done things the same way 
any two years that I have been here? 
The way that I have* done -this year 
will not be the way for him to do next 
year. Third, he is> an. "entirely differ- 
ent man and if he tries to do things in 
my way he will fail, but if he does 
things in his1 own way there is no 
doubt but that he will succeed. ' 


In the second place, I want to ask 


you not to criticise but to encourage 
him. 
Look for the good things and 


you will find them. There are nearly 
five hundred people for him to become 
acquainted with and it would be very 
| remarkable if he would not make 
some mistakes. I have grown up with 
you—you were'only a little band when 
a took charge of*you and as you have 
increased in numbers I have been here 
to receive you and learn you one by 
one$ but he comes with all of you 
strangers to him, so flo not expect too 
much from him at first. 


In the third place, I want to ask you 


not to gossip. I suppose this is .use 
less, for there never was a gossip} 
old woman or young woman, old man 
or young man who thought themselves 
gossips.

I 
want to ask you not to lower the 
standard. We ought to have every 
feeling of forbearance for the individu- 
il, but let us be firm for the Christ's 
:iake. Do not let His name be tram- 
pled in the mire for the sake of hiding 
these things. May God1 bless1 you in 
trying to be courageous1, for it does re- 
juire courage to demand the strictest 
integrity from every man who bears 
-.he Christian name. 


Then in regard to -missions—the
